With appointment of 
George Weiswasser, Detroit 
newspaperman, as editor in Sept., 
1946, a vigorous editorial policy 
and better coverage and inter- 
pretation of local developments 
was inauguated. The editorial 
policy gave strong support to the 
most extreme branch of Zionism.

YORK—The American Zionist Emergency Council 
held an open air protest meeting here Thursday against the 


seizure of the Exodus and the deportations. 


The American Jew- 


ish Conference called on government officials to proiest to Brit- 
ain against the attack on the Exodus. 

Services will be held for William Bernstein, American citi- 
zen who was killed when the British intercepted the ship. 

The American Jewish Conference telegraphed Truman that 
it was imperative that he “Speak out against the unlawful” 
blockade which Britain has established in the Mediterranean. 
The Conference also wired Secretary of State Marshall urging 
that he investigate the incident and protest to Britain against. 
the interference with the freedom of the seas.

law France is considered their country and France has agreed to 
the return of the immigrants to her territorial waters. 


The spokesman said that although it would not be accurate 
to say the deportation signified a return to Britain’s pre-war policy 
ef sending unauthorized immigrants back to the countries of their 
departure, the government has found “deportation to Cyprus to 
have insufficient deterrent effect on organizers of this traffic.” 


The spokesman said the French agreement was reached only 
on this incident. He said he did not know whether France would 
permit refugees to land, whether any quarters had been prepared, 
or whether the French were contacting the Colombian govern- 
ment. 


Simultaneously, several MPs questioned Sir Arthur Creech- 
Jones during the session of the House of Commons discussion. 
He refused to assure the deportees that they would not be com- 
pelled to go to South America, stating the situation was “purely 
hypothetical” at the moment. He told the questioner that the de- 
portees were not to be sent to Cyprus because the accommoda- 
tions there were limited. “There are great difficulties in getting 
a considerable body of Jews into Palestine.” He also said that 
the ultimate destination of the Exodusers was up to France. 


“What will happen in France is a matter entirely for the 
French.” Laborites Samuel Silverman and Barnett Janner pointed 
out that the Exodusers had suffered inhuman brutalities and had 
been wandering for years without hope.

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OBJECTS TO QUOTING RABBI ELIEZER; 
URGES TEMPLE NOT TO USE CHURCH

When Al Segal speaks there 
usually is logic to what he says, 
irrespective of whether’ one 
agrees with his point of view or 
not. But when he begins to pipe- 
dream he merely corroborates 
the Talmudic statement of Rabbi 
Meir: “Just as the useless chaff 
is an integral part of the straw, 
so is there meaningless, illogical 
and foolish matter in every 
dream.” 


When Al Segal brings Rabbi 
Eliezer into his pipe-dréam, con- 
cocted for his column of July 11, 
it is meaningless to anyone who 
is even slightly familiar with the 
Talmud and misleading to the 
one who is ignorant of the 
views of that Talmudic sage. 
What Mr. Segal wishes to convey 
to his readers is that it is need- 
less for him to argue with Rabbi 
Charles Shoulson of Elmira when 
he has the great Rabbi Eliezer to 
support his view. Such license 
can not be permitted even to a 
veteran columnist as Al Segal. 


Rabbi Eliezer, whether it be 
Eliezer ben Horkenos, individual- 
ist that he was, or Eliezer ben 
Yaakov, would not agree with the 
president of the Reform Temple 
who arranged for an overflow 
service during the High Holy 
Days in the nearby Presbyterian 
church, It is true that-our Tal- 
mudic sages maintained that “the 
righteous of the nations of the 
world have a portion in the 
world to come”; but it was in ac- 
cordance with the Biblical spirit 
which said “let all the nations 
follow their geds, but we shall 
call upon the Lord, our G-d.” In 
other words, let non-Jews worship 
in their churches, but we shall 
worship in our own house of G-d. 
Judaism has always preached 
genuine tolerance but it never 
subscribed to the view of the as- 
similationist, such as Al Segal 
shows himself, through his writ- 
ing, to be. 


I have no quarrel with you as 
an editor who wishes to make 
available to his readers all points 
of view. Al Segal is as forgetful 
of Jewish values as any outright 
assimilationist. To cite one ex- 
ample, he is fearful of having his 
granddaughter attend a Jewish 
Day School lest she become too 
genuinely Jewish-minded. He is 
not as mindful of the inroads, 
which intermarriage has been 
making in the Jewish ranks in 
this country, as even the Reform 


Rabbis have,become at their re- 
cent convention. He fails to take 
into consideration that services 
of the type arranged by that Re- 
form Temple ultimately eradicate 
the differences between the Jew- 
ish and non-Jewish groups. 
Young men and women, who 
marry outside the Jewish fold, 
can therefore justify their ac- 
tions by saying: “What differ- 
ence is there between our good 
way of life and that of the Pres- 
byterians? Aren’t we all alike?” 


Because of that forgetfulness, 
Mr. Segal will most probably feel 
at home in a_ Presbyterian 
church. He is therefore entitled 
to his own point of view. When, 
however, he chooses a_ Rabbi 
Eliezer to express his own per- 
sonal thoughts, I feel that he is 
not only profaning the good 
name of that great sacred Tal- 
mudic sage, but he is also mis- 
leading many readers. They may 
hesitate to accept Segal’s view- 
point, interesting as it may ap- 
pear, but they will perhaps sub- 
scribe to it when it is allegedly 
in accord with that of Rabbi 
Eliezer. For the enlightenment of 
those readers I am _ therefore 
eager that you publish this let- 
ter in your Freedom of the Press 
section. 


Aside from this religious and 
historical angle there is another 
angle to this subject that should 
prove thought-provoking to your 
readers.We American Jews have 
always taken pride in being able 
to take care of our own. We 
never will allow any of our 
brethren to become _ public 
charges. It is therefore a sad re- 
flection upon that Jewish com- 
munity which has that reform 
temple, that it can not provide 
for the religious needs of its 
members, but must resort to the 
facilities of a church. If we are 
so deeply concerned about the 
physical welfare of our brethren 
then we, as a religious people, 
should never fail to provide for 
our own religious needs. 


I am hopeful that the president 
of the Temple, who may have 
read Mr. Segal’s column, will 
also read the Freedom of the 
Press section and will remedy 
the situation in accordance with 
the teaching of the real Rabbi 
Eliezer. Ther is still time before 
the High Holy Days.

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AL SEGAL Speaks on ELLEN'S GRANDPA 








LOT of the citizens appear to be troubled 
A on account of the Jewish life of my 
granddaughter Ellen. A few weeks ago I took 
it upon myself to say, in this column, that for 
my part Ellen would never be enrolled in the 
Jewish parochial school that is being estab- 
lished in our town. (Though, of course, it is 
nothing but presumption or, excuse the ex- 
pression, chuzpa, for a grandfather even to 
pretend to have anything to say about the lives 
of his grandchildren.) 

Since then letters from all around the coun- 
try have been as much as suggesting that Ellen 
is unfortunate in her 
grandfather who har- 
bors hostile opinions in 
the matter of a. Jewish 
parochial school. What 
can Ellen ever amount to 


Jewishly with such a 
grandfather to guide 
her? (Letters from Dr. 


Drazin of Baltimore, Mr. 
Sidney Schwartz of Du- ‘ 
luth, Mr. Simon Spero of Brooklyn and many 
others.) 

They tell me I sound like an assimilationist, 
that I am a fellow who confuses American 
unity with uniformity, that I seem to have no 
concern with the future of Jewish life in 
America, that Ellen will be both a better Jew 
and a better American if she attends the paro- 
chial school, that in Jewish parochial schools 
(called day schools) children’ aren’t seques- 
tered from American life but are allowed™to 
mingle freely in inter-school activities with 
children of the public schools, that I am intol- 
erant because, as one of the letters suggests, I 
am demanding that all children attend only 
the public schools.

NOW LETS have a look at: this individual 
known as Ellen’s grandfather. First of all it 
should be said that his status as grandfather 
doesn’t mean in the least that he is an ancient 
gaffer with that hardening of mental arteries 
that causes intolerance. Though youngish in 
his ways, he is yet old enough to know better 
than to get mad at anybody on account of sac- 
redly private attitudes on religion and its prac- 
tice. There was a time when Ellen’s grandfa- 
ther was an obnoxious columnar interloper in 
the religious ways of other people, but that 
was when he was much younger. 

When he frowns on parochial schools he 
means only to say that if he has any voice in 
the matter, Ellen never will attend a parochial 
school. If other people want to send their chil- 
dren to parochial schools that’s their mistake 
and who’s Ellen’s grandfather to try to correct 
one mistake in a world so full of mistakes 
much more serious. He himself grew up in the 
public schools of his town, without any de- 
terioration of his Jewish quality. Rather he 
feels that out of the public schools he derived 
what he regards as a quality essentially Jew- 
ish: The sense of being a member of a larger 
community, beyond the walls of the synagogue 
and beyond the walls which have been built up 
around what people call Jewish nationhood. 

During the period of his elementary and 
secondary education it never occurred to him 





that he was separate or different from any 
of the schoolboys who were not Jewish. Nor 
did it ever occur to them to differentiate him 
because he was Jewish and was away from 
school on the Jewish holidays. These happy 
facts were implicit in the democracy of the 
public schools. He was assimilated by Amer- 
ican life. In that sense he is not afraid of the 
word “assimilationist.”’ Those of his classmates 
who survive him and still live in our town re- 
main his good friends. If he had im- 
mured in the ghetto of a parochial school, he 
and they woula have beeen distant people unto 
each other, strangers who could have nothing 
in common in each other’s lives, 
separated by the impervious walls which re- 
ligions build so high around the people.

IN HIS PUBLIC SCHOOL days there was 
never any talk of separate Jewish parochial 
schools in our town. The recent immigrants— 
the Jews were nearly all fairly recent then— 
were deeply grateful for the unbelievable Amer- 
ican idea that made education free for all chil- 
dren, regardless of where their parents came 
from or their racial or religious origins. The 
public school manifestion of the 
greatness and goodness of America. There was 
special appreciation of this when the foreign- 
born son of Russian immigrants was chosen 
valedictorian for the senior high school class. 
That was a gorgeous token of the fulfillment 
of the Promised Land. 

Mainly, though, Ellen’s grandfather's re- 
ligious education was in the Jewish observance 
within his home. It was in the bright candle 
lights burning on the Sabbath, in the sweet 
service of Saturday nights when the Sabbath 
was ushered out on the incense of spices, in 
the sanctification of the home on the festivals. 
The only wall of separation his religious edu- 
cation acknowledged was the sanctity that set 
off the home from all material things on the 
holy days. It had nothing to do with 
escape of Jews running away from the 
mon life. 

Ellen’s grandfather considers himself a good 
Jew, even though, for Ellen’s sake, he wouldn't 
want her to attend a parochial school where

As an old reporter myself I 
was mildly flabbergasted to see 
quoted in the honest well-written 
pages of Time the “schizzy” gab- 
blings of Evelyn Webber of the 
London Evening Standard on the 
subject of Ben Hecht. 

Since she has been elevated to 
this momentary peak, let me 
furnish you with an impression 
of this British “gangster jour- 
nalist” (quoting Ben Hecht) as 
seen by me in our Nyack home. 
She is a wierdlike little London- 
er of the unfortunate type of 
Jew who are more British than 
the British, with a “ladylike” 
manner usually described in the 
Bronx as “put-onsky.” 


I did not hear the presump- 
tuous leading questions she put 
to Ben (although Ben’s wizardly 
secretary was there taking down 
Q’s and A’s) nor had I yet read 
her imminent “interview” in 
which she quoted the stylist 
Hecht as if he were Tarkington’s 
The Boy Sir Lancelot. 

But I was introduced to her 
as she was leaving and oohlalla- 
ing rather shrilly:

Due to this, and because our 
hospitality in Nyack is Mosaic, 
I asked her to stay to the cur- 
rent meal, but Ben sternly dis- 
missed her. In leaving, she cadged 
a copy of Ben’s “1001 Afternoons 
in New York” under the pretext 
of wanting to learn about “a 
strong Jewish attitude,” but I 
Managed to extract from her 
hand a leather-bound copy of an- 
other of Ben's books which she 
was quietly snitching.

Rabbi Robert I. Kahn Upholds Universal 
Military Training, Says Judaism Not a Pacific 
Religion in The Jewish Beacon, of Houston, 
Tex.—For all its love of peace, Judaism has 
never been a pacific religion. Self-defense by 
the individual or the group has always been 
considered a legitimate use of force. However, 
the offensive or imperialistic war of defense 
was a “righteous war.” 

This principle is clearly stated in the Rab- 
binic commentaries on this week’s Torah Por- 
tion. “And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying: 
‘Harass the Midianites and smite them, for 
they harass you.’” (Nos. 25:17). And the Mid- 
rash goes on to say: “From this the Sages 
have derived the maxim, ‘If a man comes to 
kill you, kill him first.’” 

Surely this thought could not be expressed 
more plainly. Turning the other cheek (even 
though the original of this idea can be found 
in our Bible,) conscientious objection, the non- 
violent resistance of Ghandi, none of these 
derive from Jewish thought or practice. On 
the other hand, the best illustration of the Jew- 
ish practice wah the Haviagah, the self-re-

Chop livers and mash to a paste 
with back of a wooden spoon, add onion and fat, add salt and pepper 
and mustard or celery salt, and mix thoroughly.

UNFAIR IN QUOTATION FROM BRANDEIS 


Editor, The Council News: 

Since you speak often of de- 
mocracy as the American way 
of life, and since the American 
way means fair play and free- 
dom of the press, I hope you will 
publish this letter and demon- 
starte your faith in freedom of 
speech. 


Rabbi Max Merritt is quoted in 
your May isgile as regarding the 
Brandeis camps as a “travesty of 
the position and spirit of that 
great American, Justice Bran- 
deis.” Then he proceeds to quote 
something Justice Brandeis said 
in 1905. I don’t doubt the quota- 
tion. But is it fair to use it, 
knowing as Rabbi Merritt is 
bound to know, that Justice 
Brandeis changed his views a 
few years later? 


Here is what Rabbi Merritt 
could have quoted in all honesty, 
on the same subject: “Let no 
American imagine that Zionism 
is inconsistent with patriotism. 
Multiple loyalties are objection- 
able only if they are inconsistent. 
A man is a better citizen of the 
United States for being also a 
loyal citizen of his state, and of 


his city; for being loyal to his

Although this letter is called 
forth by Carl Alpert’s column, 
“I Think As I Please,” in your 
issue of April 18, I am really 
expressing something I have 
wanted to write for a long time. 
Now that I am no longer an of- 
ficer of the American League for 
a Free Palestine, I feel that I 


“ean state these views as an ex- 


pression of my personal opinion 
rather than as a defense of the 
League. 

Therefore I feel that I can 
write you frankly and plainly 
about a situation that, though it 
has the greatest consequences in 
affecting the plight of the He- 
brew people, is even more im- 
portant from the point of view 
of the moral character of the 
Jewish community in America. 

I have been an American news- 
paperman and editor for thirty 
years. I think I can say fairly 
that the defects of the American 
press from Hearst to Sulzberger 
are well known to me. As a 
journalist I know of no Ameri- 
can newspaper with the excep- 
tion of the anti-Semitic sheets, 
which has the low moral level 
of the Anglo-Jewish press. 

Please believe that I am not 
speaking now, though I shall 
come to him later, of Alpert’s 
slanders, or of similar _ state- 
ments made by Phineas Biron and 
Jesse Zel Lurie and others. I am 
referring to a degenerate state 
of mind that simply ignores the 
basic standards of truth and de- 
cency, not merely in party pole 
mics but in what purport to be 
purely journalistic reports of the 
news, 

I wonder whether the respon- 
sible editors and publishers of 
the Anglo-Jewish press ever stop 
to think that this degenerate at- 
titude either breeds contempt for 
them as human beings or, what 
is worse, breeds contempt for 
truth itself. Surely they do not 
believe their public is so naive 
that it can read, week after 
week, most palpable. distortions 
of fact—distortions which even- 
tually are corrected by the news 
stories in the American papers 
and even in the very columns of 
the Jewish papers that originally 
published them—without recog- 
nizing the moral degeneracy of 
those who continue to publish 
these falsehoods. 

In the Alpert column there ap- 
pears the following statement: 


“The truth is that not one red 
cent raised by these groups, ei- 
ther from their show, “A Flag is 
Born,” or from any other source, 
goes to Palestine to aid the re- 
sistance—not even the Stern 
group, with which they claim 
spiritual kinship. Senator Gil-

lette, their well-paid ‘executive, 
made this public confession not 
long ago, though ‘the boys’ nat- 
urally did not play it up in their 
literature.”

WOULD CUT OFF FUNDS FROM AGENCIES 
OBSTRUCTING U. S. JEWISH CONFERENCE 


Editor, National Jewish Post, 

In your editorial comment, “Let 
Us See The Minority Report” 
(June 27), you have served the 
cause of the Jewish people in 
America by placing the blame 
for the perpetuation of disunity 
where it actually belongs—upon 
the persons and organizations 
responsible. 

It would be a sad commentary 
indeed if American Jewry could 
be thwarted in its attempt to 
achieve the unity it so fervently 
desires by the wilful obstinacy 
of several of our leaders who 
refuse to surrender their power 
and desire to perpetuate it at 
the expense of our common wel- 
fare. 

You say that there is “little pos- 
sibility in the next ten or twenty 
years at least of Mr. Teitelbaum’s 
suggestion being carried out. But 
between his utopian idea of a full- 
grown conference with power in 
every field, and that envisaged in 
the report of the Committee on 
the Future of the Conference, 
there is a middle- ground.” 

The fact that the vast majority 
of our people through duly-ac- 
credited delegates, has expressed 
the urgent need for solidarity in 
the life of American Jewry takes 
the problem out of the utopian 
realm, and makes it realizable 
now. 

How do you arrive at a ten- 
to-twenty year period as neces: 
sary for achieving unity? Has 
not the murder of six million of 
our people created sufficient sen- 
timent on the part of those who 
have survived to unite now? If 
this is not a sufficient reason for 
insisting on unity now, then how 
may we foresee it in ten or twenty 
years hence, when the immediate 
impact of that slaughtr will have 
faded from our memories? There 
is no middle course. Either we 
Jews want democratic unity or 
we do not. If we do, we can have 
it now for the asking. 

The question is—can American 
Jewry bypass this handful of ob- 
durate leaders who stand in the 
way of Jewish unity? The ans- 
wer is, we can. We have the 
power if we only use our will to 
enforce it. 

There: are only two groups in 
America with which we must 
reckon, namely, the defense agen- 
cies, and the relief and rehabili- 
tation organizations. The defense 
groups who desire to remain au- 
tonomous are the American Jew- 
ish Committee and the Anti-Def- 
amation League, which consti- 
tute the Joint Defense Appeal. 
The American Jewish Congress 
is already on record with the 
American Jewish Conference as 
willing to submerge its separate 
identity in the common interest. 
In the field of relief and rehabil- 
itation we are confronted by the 
JDC, which also desires to remain 
autonomous. 

Once the agencies in both these 
groups are unified and democra- 
tized under a permanent confer- 
ence or assembly, unity will be 
assured. The autonomy of no oth- 
er national Jewish organization 








false-er misleading information 
for future verbal attacks on us. 
Therefore should contributors 
weigh the effect of their articles 
not only upon us but upon peo- 
ple of other faiths as well. 
Above all, there must be unity 
within our ranks. Sharp diver- 
gencies in our religious practices 
must be elimjnated for they 
weaken the fundamentals ypon 
which out faith is based.

This 
is what must be done: First, in- 
formation on this subject must 
be disSeminated through an in- 
tensive country-wide campaign, 
exposing, if necessary those guil- 
ty of obstructionism. Second, we 
must urge the interim committee 
to hold open public hearings to 
which the leaders of all communi- 
ties should be invited. 

The effect of these two propos- 
als, if carried out, would be that 
when community leaders and del. 
egates arrive at the sessions of 
the Conference, they will not be 
caught unawares, as was the case 


in the past, but will know exactly 
what they want a2 wor MOU DE 


deterred from their objectives. 

We must not be fearful of the 
threat that the future organiza- 
tion will be wrecked or sabotaged 
by the withdrawal of a group or 
two. They will not dare to repeat 
their past performance. Of 
course, our approach to these 
groups must be conciliatory and 
tactful. We must use every 
means at our command to induce 
them to see the light. But if 
we fail, our last resort can be an 
effective “big stick”. A stick we 
have thus far failed to use. The, 
power of the Jewish communities 
lies in their control of financing. 
By refusing to contribute or to al- 
lot funds to rebellious agencies 
unless they abide by the wishes 
of American Jewry would be suf- 
ficient to force them into line. 

These agencies would be power- 
less without the financial support 
of the trade groups, the welfare 
chests, the voluntary contributor, 
the voluntary community work- 
er and leader, for in the final 
analysis, these are the people who 
haye the power to compel unity 
NOwW. 

It is not suggested that the 
power be taken away from the 
men who have served and given 
of themselves, although through 
arbitrary contrel of the philan- 
thropic and defense purse strings 
Perhaps they are the best quali- 
fied to serve in the leadership 
and may well continue to do so. 
But, if their power is to be per- 
petuated it should only be 
through the merging of our com- 
mon interests through the demo- 
cratic process.

“ ND Mordecai asked Esther 
“ena to tell in the king’s 
court that she was Jewish.” 

The teacher is telling the Pu- 
rum story to a group of eight- 
year-olds. This is the first time 
these children are meeting as a 
group in the little Jewish school 
organized by their parents. Jean- 
ie breaks in, “Why was Morde- 
cai ashamed?” “Would you be, 
Jeanie?” “No, I would say I am 
Jewish to Jews but not to others; 
{[ could disguise myself as a 
Protestant.” 

Vigorous protest from some of 
the children and agreement from 
others. Teacher is aware of the 
mixed feelings but does not press 
for a final decision; there will be 
better opportunities as the pro- 
gram unfolds, Lois speaks up. 
"Yesterday in the playground a 


girl from the parochial school 
teased mé, 1vuxe no good and 


your religion is no good.’ And I 
said, ‘My religion is as good as 
yours.’ Did I say right?” The 
children decide that she “said 
right,” that all religions which 
teach people to be good and de- 
cent are good religions and one 
is not better than the other. 

In the course of two months 


_,. the four classes of the little school 


developed two projects—a Purim 
carnival and a Passover commun- 
ity seder. The eight-year-olds 
were fascinated and excited by 
the stories, songs, preparations, 
by the Purim gaiety and the fes- 
tive solemnity of the Seder. How 
about Jeanie and her friends? 
Are they still “not ashamed” of 
being Jewish and yet ready to 
“disguise” themselves as Protest- 
ants? 
Jeanie Is Cured 

The answer is given by Jean 
ie’s father, in conversation with 
the Stuarts after a parents’ meet- 
ing at the progressive private 
School where Jeanie and Susan 
Stuart are pupils. The Stuarts 
cannot quite understand -why 
Jeanie should attend a Jewish 
elass one afternoon a week. “Isn’t 
that a ‘separatist’ move?” Jean- 
ie’s father explains: “You have 
been to my home many a time 
and I don’t suppose you have 
seen much, if anything, that is 
Jewish in it. You know me as 
a liberal and progressive; cer- 
tainly no chauvinist. Well, a few 
weeks ago Jeanie announced to 
us that she does not want to be 
Jewish. Some children on the 
playground have been saying 
nasty things about Jews. Any- 
she can ‘disguise herself 
as a Protestant’, 

“Now you and I have heard 
plenty of lectures on the damage 
done to the personality by ‘dis- 
guise’ of any kind. But what 
struck me even more forcibly 
was the unfairness of the whole 
situation—the unfairness to Jean- 
ie. In denying her Jewishness 
she was repudiating a stereotype 
created in her mind by the slurs 
hurled at her in the playground. 
Her image of Jewishness was 
built up for her by the prejudices 
which other youngsters had 
picked up from other youngsters, 
ultimately from bigoted adults. 
Is that any better than having 
her concept of sex built up on 
the basis of smutty jokes? 

“Then I heard about this little 
Jewish school. When I picked 
Jeanie up after the first session, 
she told me excitedly the Purim 
story as we traveHed in the sub- 
way. I was embarrassed by the 
ioud recital, but I hope ‘it, was 
only because I don’t approve of 
loud speech. Jeanie was aglow 


about Purim; later she thought 
Passover was wonderful; she ad- 
mired the Jews who freed them- 
selves from slavery in Egypt. She 
is no longer furtive in talking 
about Jews. And yet I haven't 
noticed that she plays any less 
freely with your Susan or that 
she is more ‘separated’ from her 
other schoolmates, have you? 
What is happening is that she is 
getting a different image of her- 
self as a Jew and the motive for 
‘disguise’ is being removed. I am 
grateful to the person who told 
me about the little Jewish school. 

“Why, we never thought of it 
from the Jewish angle,” says the 
Stuarts. Neither had he, confes- 
sed Jeanie’s father. 

Many Jews Reflect Rejection 

Not all the Jewish eight-year 
olds. feel like Jeanie. Nor do all 
twelve-year-olds adjust them- 
selves to the situation—a very 
poor adjustment indeed—with a 
resigned “When you’ré Jewish 
you’re Jewish and there is noth- 
ing you can do about it,”—this 
Statement from David who is in 
a class of twelve-year-olds. One of 
the tasks of the Research Insti- 
tute in American Jewish Educa- 
tion, recently established by the 
American Jewish Committee as 
a public service to the Jewish 
community, is to discover at 
what age and under what con 
ditions self-identification as Jew- 
ish begins to develop and what 
psychological problems are in- 
volved in the development of this 
self-identification. What are the 
conflicts—if any—in being Ameri- 
can and Jewish and how to re- 
solve them? What are the varia 
tions among the different groups 
within the Jewish community 
with respect to a balanced ad- 
justment as Jews in the Ameri- 
can context and in the presént 
world scene? What educational 
programs need to be devised that 
will help develop a sense of se- 
curity and dignity in being Jew- 
ish? The answers to these ques- 
tions are being sought in psycho- 
logical studies as well as in edu- 
cational projects set up with the 
cooperation of the Institute. 

The rationale of the Institute 
may be presented in these terms: 
The maladjustment of an increas- 
ingly large number of American 
Jews is evidenced in their ambi- 
valent attitudes toward them- 
selves. On the one hand, they re- 
flect in their self-appraisal the 
prevailing sentiment of rejection 
or grudging acceptance on the 
part of the larger society. On the 
other hand, they will not or can- 
not discard their Jewishness al- 
though they find no security or 
Solace in it. Jews who are thus 
psychologigally maladjusted are 
a burden to themselves and to 
others. This situation presents a 
serious problem to the Jews of 
America, 

The American Jewish Commit- 
tee, recognizing the gravity of 
the situation, is sponsoring the 
Research Institute as a non-par- 
tisan agency for psychglogical re- 
search in Jewish adjustment and 
for educational experimentation. 
The Institute has attracted to its 
Advisory Council a number of 
outstanding professional and ac- 
ademic people from the fields of 
psychology, psychiatry, child 
guidance, general and Jewish ed- 
ucation: Professor Joseph G. Co- 
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hen, Director, Division. of Grad- 
uate Studies, Brooklyn College;
